Freedom  of  lUe  press  can  no  longer  be  wliai  happens 
taken  for  granted,  even  in  Canada.  taken  uway. 


If  this  vtrere  not  ao  the  Canadian  Daily 
Newspaper  Association  would  not  be  seek- 
ing statutory  authority  for  the  continued 
exercise  of  liberty  of  expression.  That  it  is 
found  necessary  to  hare  this  right  writtlen 
into  law  is  the  best  evidence  of  trends  in 
the  opposite  direction. 

Where  freedom  of  the  press  goes,  there 
follows  the  freedom  of  the  individual.  The 
press  Is  the  plain  man's  safeguard  against 
exploitation  of  his  personal  life.  So  long 
as  newspa(>er3  are  free  to  criticize  those  in 
authority  so  long  may  a people  hope  to 
remain  out  of  bondage.  That  freedom 
cannot  be  absolute,  of  course;  there  must 
be  a corresponding  obligation  to  observe 
the  bounds  of  truth  and  decency,  which 
all  reputable  newspapers  do.  Within  these 
limlfsTTiowever.  the  press  Is  the  dally 
spokesman  of  the  people. 

The  European  scene  of  late  has  shown

is  taken  uway.  A dozen  nations  are  in  thrall 
because  no  one  dare  open  his  mouth  or 
take  up  a pen  in.  protest  against  tyranny. 
This  should  be  a salutary  warning  against 
interference  with  the  normal  function  of  a 
free  press. 

Governments  do  not  like  criticism,  espe- 
cially when  it  illuminates  their  frailties. 
Some  Canadian  governments  have  sought 
to  counter  this  by  Issue  of  their  own  news 
pamphlets,  which  laud  their  achievements 
to  the  skies.  Others  have  set  up  public  re- 
lations branches  in  an  attempt  to  feed  pap 
to  the  public,  thus  infringing  on  the  true 
nature  of  press  information.  Some  have 
even  made  open  efforts  to  muzzle  news- 
papers through  legislation. 

Canada  must  remain  on  guard  against 
all  such  moves  to  limit  the  scope  of  news- 
paper comment.  The  right  of  free  expres- 
sion Is  basic  to  all  other  freedoms.  Where 
newspapers  have  been  curbed  people  have 
been  enslaved.

It  has  been 
pointed  out  many  times  that  such  a {X>licy 
can  lead  only  to  stagnation.  It  Is  doing  so 
visibly  when  legitimate  commercial  enter- 
prise is  thus  stifled. 


Government's  First  Duty  Is  to  the  Peipple 


Reports  from  Ottawa  that  all  efforts 
to  avert  a strike  tie-up  of  Canadian 
railways  have  failed  so  far  makes 
grim  reading  for  British  Columbians. 
Already  they  have  suffered  heavy  loss  and 
great  Inconvenience  through  the  month- 
long breakdown  in  railway  communica- 
tions as  a result  of  the  f1ood.s.  * 

The  nation-wide  paralysis  that  would 
follow  In  the  wake  of  a general  strike  on 
the  railways  now  would  deplorable  for 
Canada  as  a whole  and  virtually  calami- 
tous for  this  province,  just  beginning  to 
struggle  back  in  the  movement  of  essential 
materials. 

The  action  of  the  unions  In  calling  for 


governmental  intervention  places  the  Gov- 
ernment on  the  horns  of  a dilemma.  On 
the  one  hand  it  must  bend  every  effort  to 
keep  the  trains  moving:  on  the  other  it  has 
A moral  obligation  to  the  people  to  refrain 
from  any  action  that  might  open  the  way 
to  another  Increase  In  freight  rates. 

While  Canadian  workers  have  an  inalien- 
able right  to  strike  when  all  recognized 
processes  of  conciliation  and  mediation 
iiave  been  exhausted,  it  would  appear  in 
this  in.stance  that  the  Government's  first 
duty  is  to  defend  not  the  workers  against 
the  railways  but  the  people  against  any 
form  of  settlement  that  might  act  as  a 
spur  to  inflationary  trcnd.i

CAPITAL  rUNlSIlMLNT 

Sir,— In  view  of  the  statemml  of  Mr  tlaley  lhai 
It  to  the  Intention  to  maintain  hanging  as  a 
penalty  for  murder  la  Canada,  here  are  a frw 
interesting  facts. 

A graph  published  by  The  Associated  Press  for 
1M5  ihow^  that  there  are  six  of  the  United 
Elates  that  have  abolished  capital  punishment. 
Those  that  have  substituted  imprisonment  for 
execution  are  Michigan,  Maine,  Rhode  Island, 
Wisconsin.  Minnesota  and  North  Dakota,  arid  in 
percentage  per  100.000  of  Uie  population  these 
states  showed  a much  smaller  average  of  iiomlclde 
than  the  rest  of  the  states  where  capital  punish- 
ment was  maintained  The  highest  percentage 
for  murder  in  these  stales  was  Michigan,  with 
4.11  per  100,000,  to  a little  oyer  33  In  Georgia 
and  South  Carolina  with  capital  punishment. 
Since  the  difference  may  appear  regional  It  is  of 
interest  to  observe  that  while  Michigan  has  the 
highest  murder  percentage  of  the  imprisoning 
states  It  U stUl  lower  than  any  of  the  adjoining 
states  of  Illinois.  Ohio  and  Indiana  with  the 
electric  chair. 

In  Great  Britain  more  than  100  years  ago  there 
were  said  to  be  17  causes  for  capital  puikUhmenU 
So  far  as  I know  these  have  been  reduced  to  two- 
murder  and  treason.  If  hanging  was  a preventive 
in  the  rase  of  ihe  other  IS.  why  has  it  not  been 
restored! 

There  U In  Philadelphia  a lawTsr  named  Marls 
who  makes  a hobby  of  securing  justice  after 
wrongful  conviction,  and  In  three  cases  he  has 
won  release  for  men  convicted  for  murder.  There 
la  also  the  case  of  the  Polish  scrubwoman  In  New 
York  who  worked  13  years  to  make  enough  to 
fight  the  ease  of  her  eon.  sentenced  to  life  Im- 
prisonment for  a murder  he  did  not  comQilt. 
Mercifully  the  succeeded  There  are  others.

Hadn't  the  Color  been  Trooped  before 
in  rain! 

DIPPED  IN  ASPERITY 

At  13  noon  the  sun  was  still  smiling 
whereupon  an  irate  M P.  took  up  his 
pen,  dipped  It  in  asperity,  and  asked 
the  editor  of  the  London  Times: 
"Have  we  now  reached  the  stage  where 
no  one  In  authority  dare  say  ‘carry  on' 
if  a meteorologist  says  U ts  going  to 
rain?" 

The  guilty  weather  seer  kept  out  of 
sight,  but  the  War  Office  entered  the 
controversy  with  a heavy  tread  and  a 
bland  manner,  if  there  had  been  rain 
the  bianco  on  the  troops’  webbing 
would  have  run  on  to  the  tunics!  The 
latter,  as  menUoned  In  this  column 
the  other  day,  are  of  the  prewar  red 
and  gold  variety-.  removAs  from  the 
mothballs  and  taken  In  at  the  waist 
for  the  occasion.

300-Seat  Airliners  for  North  Atlantic? 


By  E.  C.  SHKPH»:RD 
Aviation  Expert.  London  Sunday  Times 
iNorth  American  Newspaper  Alliance) 

London.— The  forecast  that  air- 
craft seating  300  passengers  even- 
tually will  be  needed  on  the  North 
Atlantic  route,  was  made  In  Britain 
recently  by  Arlliur  Gouge,  designer  of 
the  famous  Sunderland  flying  boat. 

Mr.  Oouge's  statement  proceeds 
from  a study  o(  conclusions  reached  by 
experience  in  the  past  100  years  of 
land  and  sea  transport.  'The  basic 
point  In  his  discoveries  was  the  rela- 
tion between  the  length  of  the  journey 
and  the  frequency  of  service.^.  Mr. 
Gouge  showed  that  In  ship,  railway 
and  bus  services,  the  Umrticcupled  by 
ihe  journey  was  generally  ihe  same 
as  the  interval  between  services. 

He  concluded  that  this  could  not  be 
just  a coincidence  and  assumed  that 
the  Influences  producing  that  relation- 
ship would  apply  to  air  transport. 
Looking  then  at  the  probable  traffic 
between  London  and  New  York— at 
the  limitations  which  might  be  Im- 
posed by  ancillary  services  and  at  the 
efficiency  advantages  to  be  derived 
from  size  in  the  vehicle— he  estimated 
that  future  British  liners  would  need 
40  make  three  journeys  and  have 
places  for  200  to  300  passengers.  If  he 
is  right  In  this,  they  will  have  to  be 
about  three  times  the  siae  of  the 
British  Brabazon  and  \he  Baunders- 
Roe  45,  a flying  boat.  These  craft  are 
nearly  twice  as  big  as  any  belug  made 
m the  United  Slates 
In  making  his  statement  at  a time 
when  the  International  Civil  Aviation 


Organisation  has  appealed  to  designers 
to  avoid  making  fresh  demands  on 
the  builders  of  airports,  Mr.  Gouge 
probably  had  in  mind  the  freedom  of 
the  flying  boat  to  advance  with- 
out requiring  high  expenditures  for 
stronger  runways.  He  knows  that  the 
best  runways  in  the  world  are  capable 
of  taking  aircraft  only  up  to  a loaded 
weight  of  360,000  pounds:  and  he  is 
talktof  of  aircraft  with  a loaded 
weight  of  about  750.00P  pounds. 

A question  Uiat  might  quite  reason- 
ably be  asked  is  whether  this  is  a piece 
of  special  pleading  on  behalf  of  the 
flying  boat. 

The  answer  in  my  view  Is  that  it  Is 
a genuine  argument  If  Mr.  Oouge's 
estimate  of  the  traffic  on  the  Atlantic 
route  can  be  taken  as  sound.  His 
estimate  Is  larger  than  that  provided 
by  Dr.  Edward  Warner  In  1943  but  It 
Is  based  on  an  examination  of  Income 
groups  in  the  United  Kingdom,  from 
which  Mr.  Gouge  deduces  a probable 
200,000  British  return  journeys  each 
year. 

Further  heavy  expenditure  on  air- 
ports certainly  Is  prohibited.  The 
3.000-yard  concrete  runway,  100  yards 
wide  and  strong  enough  for  a 360.000- 
pound  airliner,  such  as  U provided  at 
London  Airport,  will  be  the  limit  prob- 
ably for  a generation.  First-class  air- 
port.s  will  eonfonn  to  those  standards 
but  they  ore  not  likely  to  exceed  them. 
At  that  stage  the  ball  is  passed  back 
to  the  aircraft  operator  uid  ihrougb 
him  to  the  aircraft  designer.

The  present  Index  is  based  on  the 
spending  habits  of  1,439  urban  wage- 
earner  families  living  In  centres  aero.ss 
Canada  in  1936.  It  was  more  fhiport- 
ant  during  the  war  years  than  it  Is 
nnw.  because  waxUme  cost-of-UvIng 
bonuses  were  ba.sed  on  the  index. 

^ Yet  U a'ould  be  gratifying  to  have 
an  Index  a bit  more  reallsUc  than  the 
present  one.  In  1936  taxes  were  a 
comparatively  inslgntflcant  factor  in 
the  lives  of  most  Canadians.  Thai  is 


certainly  not  the  case  today.  A real- 
istic Index  would  show  how  Living  costs 
are  affected  by  Mr  Abbott's  antl-lnfla- 
tionary  policies. 

In  compuUng  the  basts  for  the  new 
Index  It  might  help  a bit  to  look  at 
those  1.439  wage-eanier  families  a bit 
more  carefully  tn  1938,  families  earn- 
ing as  little  As  $450  a year  were  in- 
cluded In  this  group  as  average  Cana- 
dian families.  Urban  families  of  four 
earning  that  lltUe  could  hardly  be 
classed  either  as  workers  or  average. 
Their  spending  pallenis  would  cer- 
tainly nut  be  typical. 

Perhapi  If  consideration  is  given 
these  and  a few  other  factors  when 
computing  a new  b^s.  the  new  coat- 
of-UvIng  Index  will  be  received  with 
less  suspicion  than  the  present  one.

See  that  therfe  Is  suffi- 
cient gfiuMiUiie  in  Uie  tank.  Do  not 
start  the  engine  wlUi  the  spark  ad- 
vanced. Keep  to  your  own  side  of  Uie 
road.  Racing  on  the  public  hlghw'ays 
is  against  the  law  It  la  foolish  and 
very  dangerous.  Avoid  rareleis  driv- 
ing. and  always  have  the  same  regard 
for  the  driver  of  the  car  at  the  rear. 
He  Is  not  a mind  reader.  Take  pJsniy 
of  Ume  to  stop  and  start.  Quick  start- 
ing and  stopping  is  hard  on  tiie  whole 
car.  Use  your  engine  and  gears  tn 
place  of  brakes  whenever  poMible  on 
long  hills.
